Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors , 


Ladies  and  Oentlemen^ 

I present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st.  December 1962,  together  with  that  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  statistics  showing  the  Birth  and  Death  rates 
indicate  no  material  difference  from  those  prevailing  in 
the  Administrative  County  of  Devon  and  in  those  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  'lAfales. 

There  is  a considerable  difference  between  the 
Crude  and  Corrected  Death  rates.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  Districts  such  as  this  attract  a large  number  of  elderly 
persons,  and  the  rate  is  adjusted  by  applying  a factor 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  take  this  fact  into 
account. 


One  Hundred  and  Sixteen  deaths  occurred  in  the 
year  1962  of  v/hich  55 3 or  47%?  were  aged  75  or  more  years. 
Between  the  ages  of  5 and  44  only  7 deaths  occurred.  Of  these 
four  were  inmates  of  the  Langdon  Extension. 

Regcirding  the  Infectious  Diseases,  it  is  most 
important  to  note  the  continued  absence  of  such  dangerous 
diseases  as  Poliomyelitis  and  Diptheria.  This  imi^rovement 
is  due  entirely  to  the  success  of  the  immunisation  and 
vaccination  campaign.  The  diseases  are  still  present  eoid 
still  as  potentially  douigerous  as  ever  they  were. 
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Protection  is  offered  either  by  the  Family  Doctor, 
or  through  the  County  Council’s  Mother  and  Child  vVelfare  Clinics, 
against  Smallpox,  Diptheria,  Tetanus,  \Mhooping  Cough  and 
Poliomyelitis*  In  addition  all  school  children  are  offered 
protection  against  Tuberculosis,  through  the  School  Medical 
Service,  at  the  age  of  13.  Parents  are  most  strongly 
advised  to  accept  these  protective  measures. 

Tuberculosis  continues  at  a very  low  level.  No 
deaths  occurred  and  there  were  only  three  notifications  of 
new  cases.  The  main  residue  of  this  disease  is  now  in  the 
elderly  and  it  is  most  important  that  the  older  person  should 
take  advantage  of  the  services  offered  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service.  Older  people  are  often  unwilling  to  have  their 
chests  X-rayed.  Perhaps  they  can  be  'encouraged’  by  the 
younger  members  of  the  family,  \Tho  may  themselves  be  at  risk. 

Lung  Cancer  and  Bronchitis  continue  to  take  an 
unnecessarily  large  toll,  but  until  there  is  a decrease  in 
cigarette  smoking,  we  can  only  expect  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  these  causes. 

No  official  action  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year 
in  respect  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  The 
large  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  district  puts  a heavy 
load  on  the  services  responsible  for  their  welfare.  It  is 
obviously  in  everyone’s  interest  that  these  elderly  persons 
should  be  allowed  to  stay  in  their  own  homes  for  as  long  as 
possible,  and  one  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  help  given 
by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  in  organising  and  distributing 
well  cooked  hot  meals  under  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

I should  like  to  thank,  once  again,  the  Chairman, 
Councillors  and  all  members  of  the  staff  for  the  help  and 
co-operation  received.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1962. 

During  the  year  I have  maintained  a 100^  meat  inspection  service  and 
carried  out  frequent  inspections  of  food  premises  in  the  area.  The  general 
standard  of  food  premises  has  improved  over  the  last  two  years  and  food  handlers 
have  become  more  hygiene  conscious. 

This  year  has  seen  vast  improvements  in  the  Holiday  cs^nips  in  the  area 
due  to  introduction,  by  the  Council,  of  Site  Licence  Conditions  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  The  majority  of  these 
conditions  had  to  be  complied  with  by  April,  1962,  the  remainder  come  into  force 
in  January,  1964. 

Twenty  two  properties  have  been  represented  to  the  Council  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  lly  aim  has  been  to  deal  with  the  most  congested 
and  unsatisfactoiy  properties  first,  and  where  it  is  physically  possible  to 
improve  them,  to  encourage  owners  to  submit  schemes  to  the  Council  to  make  them 
fit. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Council  for  their 
unfailing  support  during  the  year.

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  following  inforuiation  has  been  supplied  by  the  Surveyor  and  Water 
Engineer,  Mr.  H.&.  Perrett,  M.I.M.  & CY.E.,  Cert. R, San. I, 


(a)  Source  of 


All  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  upland  catchment  area  at  Thorns  and 
augmented  during  the  summer  months  from  a lowland  pumped  source  at  Duckaller. 


(b)  Distribution. 


Prom  both  the  above  sources,  the  supply  is  taken  to  a filtration  and 
storage  plant  at  Burrows  Reservoir  situated  above  the  tpvra,  from  whence  distribution 
is  made,  of  the  treated  water  to  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District. 

Distribution  is  made  of  a proportion  of  untreated  water  to  the  Parish 
of  Ashcombe,  situated  in  the  St. Thomas  Rural  District. 

Water  is  supplied  to  2,414  dwelling  houses  with  an  estimated  population 
of  7,242,  There  are  4 stand-pipes  all  situated  in  Ashcombe  in  the  Rural  District 
of  St.  Thomas, 


The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  during  I962  ajnounted  to  117,170,000 
gallons.  There  was  a period  of  restrictions  due,  not  to  water  shortage,  but  to  the 
inability  of  the  filtration  plant  to  carry  the  peak  sur.mier  visitor  load. 


The  supply  to  the  tovm.  is  dosed  v^ith  sulphate  of  alumina,  precipitated, 
gravity  filtered  and  the  natural  acidity  and  induced  acidity  is  corrected  by  a 
lime  dose  followed  by  the  application  of  gaseous  chlorine.  During  the  autumn  of 
the  year  attention  was  given  to  quality  by  the  installation  of  Chloros  dosing  plant 
to  cover  the  rav/  water  consimers  mentioned  at  (b)  above  and  to  improve  samples  at 
2 (a)  below.  Protection  of  gathering  ground  and  entry  of  unauthorised  persons  was 
given  close  attention.

22  samples  of  untreated  water  were  taken,  13  samples  contained 
B.  Coli  in  100  ml,  and  thus  were  unsatisfactory,

The  Holcombe  discharge  enters  the  sea  at 
a point  belov?  the  rocks  at  Holcombe.

Constant  treatments  ?/ere  carried  out  during  1 962  to  reduce  the  fly 
and  rodent  infestations'.  Difficulties  were  experienced  during  the  summer 
months  due  to  the  large  increase  in  refuse  and  to  the  lack  of  covering  material.
